It is 
unthinkable..te.me that -we —- 
sho@ld withhold fram those 
people Who are in such mental 
and physical distress the as- . 
sistance which can be rehdered 
by making available an credit 
& small proportion of our ex- 
portable surplus of food which 
would alleviate the situation. 
While I am stre that you must 
have explained fully to the 
ways and means committee the 
appalling situation in those 
parts of Europe where men, 
women and children are now 
dying of starvation and the 
urgent necessity for prompt 
assistance, I beg of you that 
you make another appeal to 
congress. I am informed that 
through the published reports 
of hearings before the ways 
and means committee, the con- 
gress has now been furnished 
with incontrovertible facts 
showing the necessity for im- 
mediate affirmative action. 
This prosperous republic ought 
not to bear any part of the 
responsibility for the moral 
and material chaos~that ust 
result from an iat nonlin wi 
on our part to aid those less 
fortunate than ourselves.

‘washington, January 28.—Writing 
in the current number of The Fed- 
erationist, official organ of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
Samuel Gompers cendemns bolshev- 
ism “completely, finally, for all 
time.” 

The American labor leader de- 
clares he doubts whether the propa- 


ganda which emanates from. the 
bolshevist organization itself is 


more effective than that conducted 
by those who claim to be entirely 
detached from Russian _ influence 
and Russian payrolls. He says he 
“doubts whether publications _is- 
sued by Russian bolshevist agents 
have as great an effect in Ameri- 
ca as those ‘which like to be known 
as ‘journals of opinion,’ such as The 
Nation#The Dial and The New Re- 


| public.” 


Mr. Gompers makes an extended 
reference to the argument that the 
American people Know little about 
what is going on in Russia and the 
argument that it is unfair and un- 
wise to pass judgment. 
Don’t Need Information. 

“It is not. necessary,” says Mr. 
Gompers, “for Americans™to know | 
at all times just what were. the 
exact conditions in Germany before 
passing judgment on the form of 
government existing in Germany. It 
was necessary only to know what 
was the form of government and 
under what rules it operated. We 
do not have to wait for information 
about the form exis@ing in what is 
called soviet Russia. Al} the infor- 
mation to the passing of judgment 
on bolshevism and. the system of 
government and as 4 state of society 
is at hand from sources that are 
authentic. The plea of those mis- 
guided persons in America who say 
‘wait for facts before passing judg- 
mept’ is nothing more than an ex- 
cuse which it is hoped will gain 
time for the Russian experiment 
and enable it to gpread to other 
countries.” 

Quoting from the new bolshevist 
constitution Mr. Gompers points out 
that while the fifth Pan-Russian 
congress declared for a dictatorship 
of the proletariat and the poorest 
peasantry, a great portion of the 
peasantry is disfranchised and the 
largest bolshevist estimate of the 


}Proletariat calculates them as only 


one-fifth of the number of peas- 
ants. Even a fairly prosperous 
working man, by this calculation, 
Mr. Gompers says, is not a ‘proleta- 
rian. Bolshevist Statistics, he says, 
show that the bolshevist minority 
does not even represent the masses 
of factory workers in Moscow, the 
bolshevist Stronghold. 
Bolsheviats and Labor. 
Quoting from bolghevist official 
documents to Show the extent of 
massed terror by the bolsheviki, Mr. 
Gompers declares that “the econom- 
ic condition in internal Russia ac 
the present time has absolutely 
nothing to do with the merits or 
demerits of the bolshevist philoso- 
phy of government,” and adds, “that 
it should have no influence in de- 
termining the judgment of any per- 


son up@n it as such.” He

T0 BE PROTECTED 
BY CUNIMINS BILL 


Provisions Regarding 
Short Lines Tentatively 
Agreed Upon by Senate 
and House Conferees. 


VOTE NOT YET REACHED, 


+BUT MEASURE .ASSURED 


Lines in Georgia, the 
Carolinas, Florida’ and 
Alabama Are Vitally In- 
terested in Bill.

Washington, January 28.—The 
conferees in senate and house rail- 
road bills have tentatively agreed 
upon the main provisions in the 
Cummins bill that protect short line 
railroads, Congressman Sims, of 
Tennessee, ranking democrat on the 
house interstate commerce commit- 
tee, and one of the members of the 
conference cammittee, told Con- 
gressman Upshaw this afternoon, 
when the latter’laid before him the 
resolutions passed at a recent meet- 
ing ~ef short line representatives 
in Atlanta, that while no vote had 
yet been reached the discussion 
among conferees had . gone far 
enough to say’that the protecting 
provisions of the senate bill would 
be agreed to practically as carried 
in that medsure. 

Railroads Interested. 

The short lines in the Carolinas. 
Georgia, Florida’ and Alabama vi- 
tally interested in this proposed leg- 
islation comprise the following 
road with a total of 845 miles of 
track: 

Madison and Southern, South 
Georgia, Apalachicola Northern, Bir- 
mingham and Southeastern, Gaines- | 
ville and Northwestern, Georgia 
Northern, Savannah and States boro, 
Laundale Railway ang Industrial 
company, Aberdeen Rockfish, Dur- 
ham and Southern, Warrenton, 
Chesterfield and Lancaster, Tamp2 
Northern, East and West Coast 
Charlotte, Monroe and Columbia, 
Florida Central and Gulf, Raleigh 
and Charleston and Tampa and Gulf 
Coast. 

Atlanta Meeting’s Resolution. 

The resolution adopted at:the At- 
lanta meeting and which was placed 
before the conferees by southern 
members of congress, follows: 

“We hereby unqualifiedly indorse 
the rule for rate-making and the 
plan for the distribution of excess 
earnings, as provided for in section 
6 of the bill passed by the senate of 
the United States and commonly 
known as ‘the Cummins bill,’ and 
hereby earnestly urge our senators 
and representatives to seek and 
support its passage, and we respect- 
fully request our representatives to 
urge same upon the conferees now 
considering the pending legislation 
before congress.” 

Argument Presented. 


The argument as presented to the 
conferees is that on account of the 
small volume of business handled 
by roads located in sparsely settled 
sections of the country, as com- 
pared to that handled by those op- 
erating to or between great trade 
and industrial centers, there can 
be no solution of the rate-making 
problem which will be fair to the 
general public, the weaker lines and 
the government, and at the same 
time do complete justice to the 
stronger lines, that does not provide 
for the disposition of the excess 
earnings above a reasonable return, 
of the stronger roads, and which 
excess @arnings are solely possible 
through the necessities of their 
weaker sisters, and would under 
no circumstances be permitted un- 
der any authorized scale of rates 
but for the existence of these weak- 
er roads, who are just as essential 
to the prosperity and development 
of the small towns and undeveloped 
country that they serye, as the 
strong roads are to the great trade 
centers through which their pros- 
perity has been made possibile.

| Decrease in State 
PeanutProduction 
Is Shown for 1919 


That Georgia raised a total] of 5,- 
050,000 bushels of peanuts during 
1919 as compared with 8,792,000 
during 1918 are figures given out 
by the co-operative crop reporting 
service for Georgia, a union of gov- 
ernment bureau of crop estimates, 
Z. R. Pettet, field agent, and state 
department of agriculture, J. J. 
Brown, commissioner. 

The decrease of more than 3,500,- 
000 bushels in the state’s peanut 
production is assigned to: the fact 
that the season was bad during 1919 
and that at harvest time planters 
encountered very low prices. After 
a great part of the state crop had 
been fed to hogs, however, prices 
went to high levels, this latter fact 
adding to the discomfiture of Geor- 
gia planters. It is stated that a 
smaller crop still will probably be 
planted this year. 

Georgia planters put 502,000 acres 
in peanuts last year as against 755,- 
000 in 1918. Six per cent of the state 
crop was in large peanuts, 47 per 
cent in medium and 47 per cent in 
small or Spanish peanuts, approxi- 
mately the same proportion as in 
1918. : 

Sixty per cent of the entire state 
crop was hogged off during 1919 
as compared to 52 per cent in 1918, 
and a total of 40 per cent was har- 
vested for nuts last year as compar- 
ed to 48 per cent tn 1918.

I had hoped to spend a quiet season in 
Atlanta, but can stand these false pretenses 
no longer. These people are simply impos- 
tors and if the city does not put a stop 
to this absurdity I shall enter suit against 
the city of Atlanta for allowing my name 
to be so flaunted about In your papers.

MACON POSTPONES 
ACTON ON MERCER 


To Investigate Before Deed- 
ing Property to Baptist 
Board. 


Macon, Ga., January 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The city of Macon, through 
the mayor and council, has post- 
poned temporarily the request of 
Mercer university authorities that 
the city give Mercer a clear title 
to the six acres ef ground on which 
the university buildings are locat- 
ed in order that Mercer may carry 


‘out plans for enlargement and the 


building of a great Baptist school, 
either on the present site or some- 
where in the suburbs, 

The present deed which Mercer 
holds asa reversionary clause which 
provides that if at any time the 
present site ceases to be used for 
the purpose for which it was in- 
tended it shall revert to Macon. For 
some time plans have been under 
discussion for the enlargement of 
Mercer, but the Baptist educational 
board has adopted a policy of not 
spending any additional money on 
property to which the board has 
not an absolute title. 

The ground on which the Mercer 
buildings now stand was deeded to 
Mercer in 1870, the sum of $9,000 
being received in payment, though 
the city floated a bond issue of 
$125,000 at the time to pay for the 
land in order to turn it over to the 
university. 

Assurances have been given by 
Baptists that there are no ulterior 
motives in asking for a clear title 
to the property and there is no in- 
tention of removing Mercer from 
Macon, as was proposed a few years 
azo. In fact, some of the most in- 
fluential Baptists in Georgia have 
given their word no such attempt 
will ever be made again. 

The real reason Mercer wants an 
absolute title to the property is in 
order that it may be sold, if it is 
found desirable, and the proceeds 
used in building a larger and better 
university home on another site 
There is a difference of opinion at 
present about a change in the loca- 
tion of the university. Mercer owns 
sixty acres adjoining the six acres 
on which the buildings now stand 
and many of tha Baptists thinic

AT SOCIALISTS’ TRIAL 


Prosecution Sodses Point at 
Hearing of Five New York 
Assemblymen. 


Albany, N. Y., January 28.—In its 
effort to link the _ socialists of 
America with the bolsheviki of 
Russia in a conspiracy to over- 
throw organized government here. 
the prosecution at the “trial]” of 
the five suspended socialist assem- 
blymen, charged with disloyalty, 
today succeeded in introducing in 
evidence the testimony obtained by 
the joint legislative committee in- 
vestigating radicalism from L. C. 
A. K. Martens, self-styled Russian 
soviet ambassador to .the United 
States. : 

The assembly judiciaty commit- 
tee conducting the investigation 
admitted the evidence after. pro- 
tests by the socialists’ counsel, 
Seymour Stedman, that, if testi- 
mony be read at all, it be read in 
its entirety. 

The reading began and was ex- 
pected to continue for two or three 
days, when Mr. Stedman and com- 
mittee reached an agreement 
whereby the testimony is to be 
printed and presented to the de- 
fense. Then both sides will read 
into the record such portions as 
they desire. 

Speeches at Meeting. 


Reading of the’ Martens testi- 
mony then was suspended and the 
prosecution put into 
more speeches made 


in New York 


at a meeting held to celebrate the ; 


second anniversary of the Russian 
revolution. These included re- 
marks by Assemblyman Charles 
Solomon, a defendant, who . pre- 
sided; a speech by James O'Neal, 
editorial writer for The New York 
Call, and another by a representa- 
tive of the Boston Police union. 

Solomon's remarks were chiefly 
in the nature of an appeal for 
funds for the striking steel work- 
ers, discussion of the political sit- 
vation and raise of O'Neal's 
speech. O’Neal, in defending soviet 
Russia, had compared tne revolu- 
tion there with the American rev- 
olution, and the red guards with 
the sons of liberty. 

The chitf witness of the day was 
Mayor George R. Lunn, of Schenec- 
tady, who testified he had been 
ousted from the party after he had 
appointed a republican to office in- 
stead of a socialist, and had re- 
fused to discharge from office a 
socialist who had voted for other 
than a socialist candidate. 

The prosecution, which claims 
that it is possible for alien mem- 
bers of the socialist party to con- 
trol socialists elected to public of- 
fice through a clause in the party 
constitution requiring nominated 
candidates to give the executive 
committee signed resignations 
from office, brought out that 
Mayor Lunn had signed such a 
resignation in 1911, but had re- 
fused to do so after that. 

Mr. Lunn, a former emper of 
congress, also testified that he had 
pointed out at the socialist state 
convention in Rochester in 1914 
that, with aliens admitted to full 
membership, it might be possible 
for them at the meeting of a local 
to issiie a party instruction. 

“T did not believe any elected of- 
ficial should be instructed in his 
official acts by those who are not 
entitled to vote,” said Mr. Lunn. 
“Such a method I consider undem- 
ocratic and un-American.” 

Cornerstone of Defense. 

Mr. Lunn took the stand after 
Mr. Stedman, in renewing his mo- 
tion for the striking out of a let- 
ter to Martens from what purport- 
ed to be the socialist organization 
in the eighth assembly district of 
New York, had declared this pledge 
of support to aid in establishment 
here of a soviet system of govern- 
ment had been made, not by social- 
ists, but by a group excluded be- 
cause jit held such ideas.

Scouts Inter-Planet

New York, January 28.—There 
has been no unusual interference 
with wireless communication in 
America, asserted Dr. E. F. W. An- 
derson, chief engineer of the Radio 
Corporation of America, in dis- 
cussing today the mysterious wire- 
less signals described recently in 
London by Signor Marconi. 

He scouted the suggestion ad- 
vanced by some scientists abroad 
that the signals might have come 
from another planet. If any dis- 
turbance existed, according to Dr. 
Anderson, it was purely terrestial. 

“The supposed signals which are 
considered unusual .probably are 


produced by some spark station,” he 
said, “and are being heard at a 
greater distance than ordinarily 
because of the clearness of the at- 
mosphere and the absence of the 
static. The fact that the mysteri- 
ous signals are partly decipherable 
bears. out my contention.”

CLASH ABOUT WAGES 


Washington, January 28.—Coal 
miners and coal mine operators pre- 
sented conflicting conclusions on 
the subject of wages in the industry 
at the resumption of hearings 
by the coal strike settlement com- 
mission. 

Don Rose, of Pittsburg, spokes- 
man for operatros in the Freeport 
field, asserted that the 14 per cent 
increase already granted gave the 
miners a potential earning power 
greater than that of any other class 
of American labor. Demands for 
more pay for explosives and mine 
lights and abolition of duties in 
connection with moving loaded coai 
cars and excavating working spaces 
under ground were characterized by 
Mr, Rose as attempts to get further 
advances by indirect methods. 

Presenting statistics, Van H. Bitt- 
ner, statistician for the United Mine 
Workers of America, told the com- 
mission that in present purchasing 
power, the pay of miners was 35 to 
40 per cent lower than pre-war 
standards and insufficient to main- 
tain the standard of living. Such 
conditions, he added, had obtained 
throughout the actual war period, 
although the net profits of opera- 
tors had increased “grossly out of 
proportion to the cost of opera- 


tion.” 

Tonnage rates paid miners § for 
getting out coal, Rose said, covered 
all of the miners’ supplementary de- 
mands. The thirty-hour week pro- 
posal presented by” the mine work- 
ers, Rose stamped as utterly im- 
possible. 

During the discussion the repre- 
sentative of the operators suggested 
that the thirty-hour week was “un- 
American,” thereby arousing the ire 
of John L., Lewis, acting president 
of the United Mine Workers. 

“TIT do not intend to remain quiet 
while this challenge of our Ameri- 
canism is repeated by operators’ 
counsel,” Mr. Lewis declared, ad- 
dressing the commission. “The mine 
workers yield to no one in their al- 
legiance to American institutions, 
government and flag. These _  at- 
tacks are not germane to the matter 
under consideration, and we do not 
propose to be tried on the charge 
before this tribunal at the whim of 
anv individual.” 

President Robinson of the com- 
mission ruled afterward that advo- 
cates on both sides should refrain 
from personalities, but commented 
that the commission had been 
eae by the moderation shown te 

a e. 

Summarizing figures prepared for 
the war labor board, Bittner said 
that a family income today suf- 
ficient to meet bare cost of living 
should be 62.243.

An increase in the number of 
cases of ‘nfluenza among the Amer- 
ican troops in Siberia was shown 
today in a statement issued by the 
war department dealing with the 
outbreak of the disease in the army 
both at home and abroad, For the 
weeks ending January 2 and 9, re- 
spectively, 24 and 41 cases were re- 
ported. The only disease death re- 
ported, however, was one due to tu- 
berculosis.

Paris, January 28.—The Jugo-Slav 
reply to the allied ultimatum re- 
garding the Adriatic question, re 
ceived in Paris this afternoon, 
amounts to a virtual refusal of the 
compromise offered by the Italians. 
The reply, it is believed, suggests a 
new basis of compromise along the 
lines of President Wilson's proposal. 
The communication will be present- 
ed to the council of ambassadors as 
soon as it is deciphered. 

The note, while amounting to a 
refusal of the alternative contained 
in the allied ultimatum, is couched 
in a conciliatory tone and opens the 
way for further discussion of the 
question. Jugo-Slavia points out 
that she is still quite ready to ac- 


the lines of President Wilson’s 1919 
proposals adding that the Jugo-Slav 
government has no official cogni- 
zance of the treaty of London. 

The reply adds that the pact of 
London is a secret document, the 


text of which was never officially

The Jugo-Slav reply reached 
Paris at 1 o'clock this afternoon but 
owing to the length of the document 
it will take five or six hours to de- 
cipher.

Seized in Raids 
OnN. Y. Kitchens 


New York, January 28.—The one- 
gallon “kitchen still” is the newest 
anti-prohibition contrivance to make 
its appearance in New York, ac- 
cording to J. J. Shevlin, prohibition 
enforcement officer. He declared to- 
night that a manufacturer who had 
been identified carried on a thriv- 
ing business in the sale of the de- 
vice at $6 apiece. In raids through- 
out the city today many of the min- ; 
iature stillS were seized. This was 
the first intimation the agents had 
of the plan to install whisky-making 
apparatus in homes on a wide scale. 

The “kitehen still” is a large tin 
pan, similar to those used in res- 
taurants for baking rice and bread 
puddings, he said.

SALTS. 
So far as remedial effects are 
concerned nothing in the line of salts 
has ever been discovered which is 
preferable to common Epsom salts. 
There are steenteen varieties and 
brands of saline physics exploited 
anew each year, but ordinary Epsom 
salts will accomplish al] that any 
other saline cathartic or laxative 
can accomplish. 
The effect of any and all of these 
saline physics is the same in quali- 


ty, though different salts vary in 


the dosage required to physic. That’ 


is the whole story—aside from the 
buncombe dispensed with the pack- 
age. 

The action of saline cathartics is 
hygroscopic—that is, they all have 
an affinity for water and extract 
water from the lining of the intes- 
tine. Of course that is irritation, 
and the irritation excites peristaltic 
movement, and so the evacuation is 
produced. 

It is all right to take a dose of 
salts once in an eon or so, for some 
particulmr illness; or sometimes it 
may be necessary to continue taking 
salts, if the doctor so directs, in a 
serious fllness. But it is a sad mis- 


take to take salts frequently or 
habitually merely to move the bow- 
els, and only a veritable old woman 
would ascribe to salts any “purify- 
ing” influence on the blood—an old 
woman or a keen gentleman with 
some fancy salts to market. 


Rochelle salts produces a more 
noticeable diuresis than does Ep- 


som salts: that is, increases the ex- 
cretion of urine.

Warrants Issued 
For Father and Son, 
After Shooting 


Nashville, Tenn., January 28,— 
Warrants for the arrest of Thomas 
Tharp, aged 65, and his son, John 
Tharp, charged with the killing of 
Ackre Hinson, aged 21, and ~ the 
shooting of his brother, Lloyd Hin- 
son, aged 18 yesterday were 
Sworn out at Hohenwald, Tenn., to- 
night. Lloyd Hinson was. shot 
through the eye and brain and doc- 
tors do not expect him to live. 

The coroner's jury this afternoon 
returned a verdict that the men 
were shot by parties unknown. 
Melven James, an eye-witness, tes- 
tified before the jury, but did not 
designate who did the shooting. He 
claimed that he ran from the séene 
when he saw that shooting was to 
begin. He testified the trouble 
started in a fist fight between Lloyd 
Hinson and the elder Tharp. The 
younger Tharp and Ackre Hinson 
joined in the fight, the witness 
said. 

Harve Turnbow, another eve-wit- 
ness, stated that John Tharp killed 
with a pistol, when 
Hinson let him up from the ground 
and then shot the younger Hinson. 
Questions asked by the coroner's 
jury sought to bring out whether 
participants in the quarrel had been 
drinking. 

Thomas Tharp was convicted 
about two vears ago of the killing 
of a man nagned Whitehead in Berry 
county. The case was appealed to 
the supreme court of the state and 
is pending there now. He also was 
arrested about six months ago on 
a charge of operating an illicit still.

DUTCH GOVERNMENT 
REPLIES TO ALLIS 


Geneva, January 28.—The Dutch 
government yesterday communicat- 
ed to the Swiss government its reply 
to the allied powers concefning the 
demand for the extradition of the 
former German emperor, explaining 
fully its reasons for refusal. 

It is learned that, contrary to cur- 
rent reports, the Dutch government 
did not ask support from the neu- 
tral countries in this affair, certain- 
ly not the support of Switzerland, 
which is the most interested, owing 
to the number of members of for- 
mer royal families of the central 
powers residing here.

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Metal exchange quotes lead steady: spot

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New York, January 28.—Rates on 
London and ail the principal Euro- 
pean centers continued to dwindle 
to new low records today through 
sheer weight of offerings from do- 
mestic and foreign sources. To- 
day’s declines extended to the Ori- 
ent, the rate moving against Japan 
for the first time in more than a 
year. There was little trading in 
Chinese bills because of the inabi!- 
ity of dealers to secure definite quo- 
tations. 

Advices from London indicated 
that a feeling akin to consterna- 
tion had taken possession of the 
British capital which for genera- 
tions dominated the world’s ex- 
change markets. Neither in Lon- 
don, Paris nor here, however, was 
any solution of the problem offered 
although it was admitted that mat- 
ters now have reached the stage 
where further delay may cause 
worldwide chaos. 

Primarily, the situation, as viewed 
by those most concerned, hinges 
on the fact that nearly all the Ku- 
ropean countries are heavily in deb: 
to the United States. Only by the 
organization of an international ex- 
change committee and the willin:r- 
ness of American bankers to extend 
credits already contracted can ex- 
isting. conditions be overcome, in 
the opinion of leading mercantile 
interests. 

Today's low rate of $3.49 on de2- 
mand bills of the pound sterling 
marked a decline of 6 cents from 
yesterday’s record low and implies 
a discount of slightly more than 
28 per cent. French and Belgian 
francs, also lire, all normally 
quoted at 5:18% to the dollar, fell 
to levels ranging from 60 to 70 per 
cent under normal. German marks 
rose from 1.06 per cent to 1.27, an 
almost infinitesimal recovery, how- 
ever, in view of their normal or 
prewar value of 23.8 cents. 

Rates on the north European 
centers, which suffered their first 
severe recation yesterday, also reg- 
istered further depreciation today, 
although sales of such bills were 
reported as comparatively light.

HIGHER PAY IS ASKED 


Federation of Trades Au- 
thorizes Committee to Ap- 
pear Before School Board. 


Placing organized labor squarely 
behind the requests that are being 
made for additional increases for 
the negro school teaghers of At- 
lanta, the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades last night instructed the 
committee of five members recently 
appointed to apear before the 
finance ecommittee in support of the 
white teachers’ demands, to go be- 
fore the board of education advocat- 
ing better pay for the teachers in 
the colored schools, 

The motion to continue the com- 
mittee, which is a special one, was 
made as a recommendation in the 
report rendered the central labor 
body by Chairman Charles B. Gram- 
ling. 

The discussion that followed a 
motion based upon Mr. Gramlineg’s 
recommendation, indicated unmis- 
takably that the memebrs of the 
federation are in favor of givins 
the colored teachers a greater in- 
crease than was provided for in the 
schedule that was adopted recently 
in whigh the negroes were given a 
flat $10 amonth raise. 

Taking part in this discussion 
were Jerome Jones, editor of The 
Journal of Labor; J. A. Miller, chair- 
man of the school committee: 
Charles B. Gramling, Louie P. Mar- 
quart, WiHiam Van Houtin and 
George F. Haney, who insisted that 
the negroes were not being given a 
Square deal, and favored additional 
pay for them. 

Phillips Has Plan. 

President C. E. Phillips, of the 
Atlanta School Teachers’ associa- 
tion, who is a delegate to the fed- 
eration from the teachers’ union, 
told of a plan he said was being 
perfected by which the colored 
teachers would be given increases 
on a percentage basis, which he 
said he thought would be agree- 
able to them. He also explained 
| that the Atlanta School Teachers’ 
union favored more pay for 
negro teachers, 

Mr. Phillips declared that the 
Atlanta school system is no stronge- 
er than its worst Pittsburg negro 
f school, and denounced conditions 
in some colored schools in the city 
as “disgraceful.” 

A feature of the federation meet- 
ing was the reception of delegates 
from the City and County Em- 
ployees’ association, who applied 
for affiliation with the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades.

SILVER GUP AWARDED 
TU NORFOLK SOUTHERN 


Winner Had to Fight Tie Off 
With Another Road Dur- 


ing Safety Drive. 


The award of the handsome silver 
cup offered by Regional Director RB. 
L. Winchell for the best score made 
by roads in‘his region during the 
safety drive that was conducted the 
last two weeks in October, 1919, 
has been made to the Norfolk 
Southern railway, which was tied 
for first place with the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac, with 
100 per cent scores. 

In order to decide the tie the re- 
gional direetor announced that the 
record made by these-two groups 
of roads during the month of No- 
vember, 1919, using the same basis 
of comparison, would be used. The 
following is the record for the 
month of November, 1919, on which 
basis the dup will be awarded: 

Casualties, 3; employees, 
casualties per 100 employees, 
per cent. 

Casualties 3: employees, 3,012; 
casualties per 100 employees, 9.100 
per cent. 

The employees of the Norfolk 
Southern railroad are. being con- 
gratulated on their splendid accom- 
plishments, and particular credit is 
given Supervisor of Safety J. B. 
Robinson, who, with the assistance 
of his safety committees, fought to 
the finish. 

No less credit is due the em- 
ployees of the R., F. & P. R. R., who 
put up a stiff fight, and the contest 
could not be decided until two 
doubtful cases were placed before 
the .interstate commerce commis- 
sion for a decision as to whether 
or not they should be reported and 
counted in the contest. The record 
made by both lines serves to show 
that the race was a close one. 

That the national railroad acci- 
dent prevention drive was a success 
throuchott the seven federal regions 
and particularly in the southern re- 
gion, is without question. Reports 
from all roads in the southern re- 
gi for October, 1919, the month 
of “the drive, show fewer employee 
casualties than in any month since 
the safety departments were organ- 
ized—August 1 1918. During this 
month—August, 1918—over 2,200 
employees were killed and injured 
on the railroads in the southern re- 
gion; yet during the menth of ‘the 
drive this was reduced 68 per cent.

Increase of 1,000 
Per Cent In Bank 


Resources Shown 


Since 1899, According to 
Statement of Comptrol- 
er of Currency—Great 
Boom in the South. 


Wishington, January 28.—Decen- 
tralization of the country’s bank- 
ing resources and widespread dis- 
tribution of wealth, indicated by an 
increase in banking resources of 
1,000 per cent or more in sixteen 
States since 1899, was shown by a 
comparison of present bank re- 
sources with conditions twenty 
years ago, issued today by John 
Skelton Williams comptroller of the 
currency. : 

The banking power of the coun- 
try twenty years ago was concen- 
trated mainly in the east, the re- 
port said, and national bankers in 
New England and eastern states, 
comprising but 6 per cent of the 
territory of the United States, held 
almost 60 per cent of the total re- 
sources of all the national bahks in 
the country. The proportion of the 
resources of banks in those states 
to all others now has fallen to 
46.78 per cent, although the re- 
sources of the national banks in 
those states have increased 277 per 
cent or $7,710,937,000, 

Every section of the country has 
shared in the tremendous increase 
in wealth since 1899 but the report 
shows that the Pacific coast has 
experienced the largest percentage 
of increased national bank resources 
amounting to 1,340 per cent. 

The south also has shown a huge 
increase, both actual and compara- 
tive. Whereas, in 1899, the total 
resources of all the national banks 
in the fourteen southern states were 
$348,554.000 the total now is $3,- 
097,707,000—an increase of 889 per 
cent. The proportion of the resources 
has amounted to more than 100 
per cent in every staté except 
Rhode Island, where the increase 
was only 21.93 per cent. 

Commenting upon the remarkable 
growth, Comptroller Williams 
pointed out that the resources of the 
national banks in the_ states of 
Texas and Oklahoma today are al- 
most as great as the total resources 
of all the national banks in the New 
England and eastern states except 
New York as reported twenty years 
ago.
